The fighting men of the V'ief Cong, like 
the fighting men of South Viet Nam, the 
United Stafe„s and Australia, all eommit- 
fed to the war against the Viet f’ong, are 
waging jungle warfare, not guerrilla war­ 
fare 
They are not guerrillas in the dictionary 
sense, which would mean they were loose­ 
ly organized, irregular troops engaged in 
part-time combat behind the lines of a 
well-organized 
and 
highly 
jirofessional 
arm y, and they are not guerrillas in any 
other sense 
Nor are they guerrillas 
in any of the 
connotations that have been embodied in 
m odern definitions of guerrilla fighters 
grow ing out of resistance movements in 
World War II. 
They are jungle fighters 
The I’nited States sent its first fighting 
men to Viet Nam in the hope of having 
them learn jungle fighting on the scene. 
The.se men were not guerrillas The .South 
Vietnamese they worked with were not 
guerrillas. 


Nor was the type of rombat they en­ 
gaged in guerrilla-type warfare. 


In the near future, the United State.s 
m ay incur heavy losses m jungle fighting 
in South Viet Nam 


It would he a discredit to the Ameri­ 
cans w'ho will be killed and wounded in 
this strange war if it were not clear that 
they tell under the onslaught of expert

ANSWER: Anyone who has tried to wash a rat knows how 
they dislike water They will scratch and bite to keep out of 
it. The rea.son is that cat fur is not adapted to water, since 
cats don't have to swim to slay alive. The fur of animals 
which stay in water most of the time, .such as that of the bea­ 
ver, seal and muskrat, has a dense undercoaling which keeps 
the skin dry. Of course, we humans love to swim and yet we 
have no wooly undercoating. But our skins dry off quicklv 
when we come out of the water.

The cat’s fur is like a wet suit of clothes hang­ 
ing around him. This is so uncomfortable that he decides it 
won’t happen again. Not all of the cat family dislike water, 
however.

ANSW ER: Anyone who has tried to wash a rat knows how 
they dislike water They will scratch and bite to keep out of 
it The reason is that cat fur is not adapted to water, since 
cats don't have to swim to stay alive The fur of animals 
which stay in water most of the time. such as that of the bea­ 
ver. seal and muskrat, has a dense undercoating which keeps 
the skin dry.
